Although the hour for the ban- 
quet had been set at 6:30 o’clock, 
the boys began to gather at the 
Fort Shelby as early as 6 o’clock, 
and a pleasant half hour was 
spent in renewing acquaintances 
and getting better acquainted. A 
large number of ladies were pres- 
ent and their interest in the af- 
fair was second only to that of 
_ active members of the 
club. 


At the appointed hour, Chair- 
man Seth Andrews invited the 
guests to take their places at the 
tables and with the assistance of 
Frank Hadley and Horace Hart- 
well, all were soon seated. 


The speakers’ table was graced 
by the presence of Charles S. Kel- 
logg, postmaster at Detroit; 
Frank Priest, superintendent of 
Air Mails, Horace Hartwell, pres- 
ident of the Michigan Stamp Club; 
Charles Keller, vice president; Z. 
Dworkowsky, treasurer; Alex M. 


Livingston, secretary; Dr. H. P. 
Hoskins, toastmaster; Charles

After an elegant dinner had 
been served and relished by all 
who were assembled, Acting Pres- 
ident Chas. Brisley called for or- 
der and introduced the Mandolin 
Club of Detroit. The music was 
received with much approval and 
the encores were insistent. John 
Reid, baritone, from the Detroit 
Conservatory of Music, sang sev- 
eral selections, accompanied by 
Miss Alma Lints, pianist.

DAM STAMPS 


Washington has just announced 
that commemorative stamps will be 
issued this fall, in celebration of 
the new Ohio River System Dams 
and Locks. 











After the musical  entertain- 
ment, Charles Brisley introduced 
Detroit’s biggest stamp dealer 
and the sixth largest in the United 
States, Postmaster Charles  S. 
Kellogg of Detroit. 

Postmaster Kellogg spoke en- 
tertainingly, using as his subject 
the Detroit postoffice and the work 
that it does in serving the people 
of Detroit. Mr. Kellogg stated 


that the Detroit postoffice served 
directly, one million, seven hun- 
dred thousand people and em- 
ployed three thousand people in 
doing this work. In 1872 there 
were 25 city letter carriers in De- 
troit, while today there are 1100. 
Postmaster Kellogg has endeared 
himself to every stamp collector 
in Detroit by his hearty coopera- 
tion in the past when it came to 
serving stamp. collectors with 
what they want and when it is 
new. He assured them that he 
would continue to see that the De- 
troit postoffice would cater to the 
wants and needs of the stamp col- 
lector and his talk was finished 
amid hearty applause. 
Superintendent of Mail, Frank 
Preist was next called upon and 
entertained the assembled mem- 
bers and guests for about twenty 
minutes with recitals of funny 
happenings that had occurred at 
different times while he had been 


in the postal service. Many of 
his narratives provoked much 
laughter and he was given a 


hearty hand by everyone present 
and assured of a welcome at fu- 
ture affairs held by the club. 

At this time, the toastmaster 
called upon Mr. John Reid for 
another solo and this was followed 
by more music by the Mandolin 
Club of nine pieces. 

Letters of congratulation, tele- 
grams and long distance phone 
calls were read to the club at this 
hour. Mr. E. B. Power of New 
York, called Herman Boers by 
long distance and extended his 
good wishes and congratulations 
to the assembled collectors. 
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P. M. Wolsieffer of Philadelphia, 
sent a letter of congratulation; 
Dr. H. A. Davis, secretary of the 
American Philatelic Society also 
sent a congratulatory letter as did 
A. H. Wilhelm, president of the 
A. P.8. 

Telegrams were read from the 
Wayne Stamp Society and from 
L. J. Flerlage of Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Following the reception of these 
letters and telegrams the award of 


the Silver Cup and other prizes 
which were won at the recent Ex- 
hibition held by the Michigan 
Stamp Club was in order. 

The Brisley Silver Cup was 
awarded to Mr. John Kay. The 


other prizes were appropriate for 
stamp collectors and some of the 
prizes were in cash with which the 
winners will no doubt buy more 
stamps.

another feature which very 
interesting and kept all present on 
the anxious seat until the event 
was over. This was a raffle. 
Chairman Andrews had prepared 
200 packages of stamps which had 
been donated by the members. 
Among these were a fine 5e 1847 
on cover donated by Bill Fratcher. 
Some of the parcels also contained 


dollar bills. The tickets on these 
parcels were sold at prices rang- 
ing from 5c to 40 cents each and 
the drawing was watched with 
breathless interest until Mr. W. 
Lanesweert found the 5c 1847 in 


his parcel. 

Charles Holden has been dubbed 
the Club poet because for this oc- 
casion he wrote a humorous skit 
about Bill Fratcher and his doings 
in buying and selling stamps. Mr. 
Boers said this recital made a hit 
but if it made as big a hit as 
Fratcher’s announcement at the 
dinner at Annapolis in 1923 dur- 
ing the time of the A. P. S. con- 
vention in Washington, then I 
know that some of the guests at 
the Michigan Stamp Club Banquet 
must have almost had heart fail- 
ure. 

I well remember 
spoke at that dinner. He had al- 
ways been known as a man who 
had made some very good pickups 
in stamps. On this occasion he 
told about a find, it was a wonder- 
ful find, his talk held everyone 
breathless, it sounded real, even so 
real that almost everyone swal- 
lowed it, hook, line and_ sinker.

the morrow when Fratcher in his 
inimitable way confessed that it 


was a dream. By this time the 
assembled diners were in a sweat 
and when the dream story crept 
in, it became a cold sweat. For a 
time, I feel certain that his listen- 
ers would have iked to have had 
a nice little lake handy and it was 
only due to the fact that there 
was no good place within easy 
reach that he was not chucked in 
the wa‘er. 

A number of guests from out 
of town were in attendance, among 
them collectors from Ann Arbor, 
Flint, Windsor, and the suburbs 
of Detroit, also Mr. Lyle Daig- 
neau of Minneapolis, Minn. 

The menu was printed for the 
club and donated with the com- 
pliments of R. L. Polk and Com- 
pany, publishers of directories for 


many cities throughout this 
country. 
Dr. H. Preston Hoskins read a 


number of letters which he had 
prepared as a joke on various 
members and much amusement 


was occasioned by this stunt. 

Following the entertainment an 
auction sale was held. 

The committee in charge of this 
annual banquet were given a rous- 
ing vote of thanks for their un- 
tiring work in making the Annual 
the huge success that it was and 
at a late hour the happy throng 
left for their various homes with 
a promise to be on hand for the 
sixteenth annual banquet next 
year. 

We are of course indebted to 
that untiring Publicity Manager 
of the Michigan Stamp Club, Mr. 
Herman Boers, for the above ac- 
count of this most interesting af- 
fair.

PART ELGHT 


A collection of postage stamps, 
properly arranged, will, as I have 
tried to show in my “Message of 
Postage Stamps”, tell vou the his- 
tory of the world. Modern times 
are outlined as well. From stamps 
we may observe the progress and 
advancement of mankind. 

A wonderful story may _ be 
formed by stamps, showing the 
opening up of the African con- 
tinent. A Belgian series of 1928 
shows us Henry M. Stanley, the 
man who explored the Congo riv- 
er valley and central Africa. Then 
there are stamps which picture for 
us almost every animal of this 
once-dark continent. Lizards, ele- 
phants, snakes, hippos, giraffes, 
crocodiles, chimpanzees, birds like 
the Plantain eater, anteaters, 
from the stamps of Liberia and 
other African states, are all shown 
in colorful array. Travel over 
the desert, on Moroccan and other 
stamps, native villages and towns, 
are stampically given us, too. Thus 
with Africa, we have a very good 
geographical picture, and a story 
of each of the continents of our 
world may likewise be shown by 
postage stamps. 


The progress made on water is 
not to be neglected either. We find 
almost every type of ship that ever 
sailed any body of water. Rafts, 
boats on the Nile in early and 
present days, Roman Empire tri- 
remes, medieval Venetian galleys, 
four-rigger, clipper and other types 

’ sailing ships, freighters, lake 
steamers, warships and ocean liners 
pass us at a glance. The stamps 
of Peru, Bermuda, British Guiana, 
the United States, Egypt, Tunis, 
Esthonia and a number of other 
countries, all illustrate one or more 
sailing vessel. Hudson’s flagship 
and the first steamboat made by 
Fulton, the Pilgrim’s ship, the 
Santa Maria of Columbus, the Hu- 
guenot-Walloon ship which brought 
these peoples to America, the ship 
which carried the colonists who 
founded Jamestown in 1607, are 
each shown on earlier United 


States postage stamps. The speedy 
crafts of the early Vikings (who 
came to America long before Co- 
lumbus), Vasco da Gama’s fleet, 
and other famous ships pass us on 
stamps, in one of the most color- 
ful pageants imaginable! 





Then, too, we may show the in- 
ventions which man has made, and 
the improvements in many of them. 
For example, there are automo- 
biles, locomotives, airplanes, ships, 
other conveyances to be considered. 
A United States stamp gives us an 
early automobile; a Soviet Russian 
stamp gives us a modern tractor. 
Nicaragua, the United States, and 
other nations, have issued postage 
which show us types of locomo- 
tives. A story of the mail might 
be formed also: a United States 
stamp showing the famous Pony 
Express; a Moroccan postage 
showing a desert mail carrier on 
camel; a United States parcels 
post stamp with a mail ship, and 
So on, go to make a fascinating ar- 
ray for anybody! 


Postage stamps cover so many 
subjects that each of them might 
require an entire book to fully ex- 
plain. From them the story of civ- 
ilization is practically complete in 
outline. We have Brahma, who 
is worshipped in Asia; and start- 
ing with the French Dan Il’Inde, 
which pictures this strange deity, 
it is possible to form a collection 
of the Orient. The many tribes 
of natives, men and women, some 
of their occupations, their habi- 
tats, and so on, are stampically il- 
lustrated. One must see postage 
stamps in order to realize the pic- 
turesqueness and instructiveness of 
them.

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Printed Album for Bureau Print Stamps 








mas) HIS announcement is 
made with a view 
to having all who 
are interested in the 
Collection of the 
aI Bureau Print Pre- 
aaa te get in touch with the 
publishers of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News and express their 
opinion as to the desirability of 
having a _ special printed album 
published for the mounting of 
these interesting stamps. 

We have already figured the sit- 
uation over and are prepared to 
produce an album for Bureau 
Print stamps provided that there 
is sufficient demand for same to 
make the production practical 
from a business standpoint. 

The proposal to print an album 
of this sort should not be com- 
pared with the printed album that 
was proposed for all precancels 
several years ago. That effort 
was doomed to certain failure be- 
cause the cost of production would 
mount so rapidly that none but a 
rich man could afford to buy the 
album. In the case of the Bureau 
Print stamps, some sort of album 
is necesssary in which to keep 
your collections. A printed album 
can be supplied, with individual 
spaces for each stamp and with as 
many blank pages as are desired 
for the keeping of pairs, blocks, 
strips, etc., as are wanted by each 
individual owner. 

Should one begin to use this 
printed album, it is our belief that 
the cost of keeping it up to date 
from year to year as issues of 
Bureau Print stamps become ob- 
solete, would not amount to more 
than two or three dollars per 
year. A sum which any collector 
could afford to pay. Briefly, our 
plans as we have figured it out 
is as follows: 

The original first issue of Bu- 
reau Print Stamps is_ obsolete. 
That is the first type design Perf. 
10, and the coils that came with it. 
Some few coils of this type are 
still coming out but within a few 
months these should cease. 

We would therefore print a page 
for each city. Where the nrmber 
of stamps for any city were such 
as to fill the page that would ef- 
fectively close and cancel that 
page which would stand good for- 
ever in the album. In the case of 
any city or town where but a few 
stamps had been issued and the 
space used on a page would be 
only a small part of the page, this 
page would be left blank at the 
bottom. Then when - sufficient 
time had elapsed so that it was 
felt that the issue of the first type 
Bureau prints of the 11x10% per- 
forations had become obsolete, an- 





other set of pages would be print- 
ed. Where any issue of any city 
would fill the page, these pages 
would become permanent pages 
and when any issue for any city 
that had used Bureau Prints of 
the Perf. 10 type, could be added 
to the same page in the album as 
had already been prepared for 
the Perf. 10 issue, then this 
page would be reprinted complete 
and both of the issues placed on 
the one page. This would be done 
so that the number of pages in the 
album would not become too bulky 
and in order that the issues could 
be kept in proper sequence and 
one following another as they 
should be. In such cases it would 
of course be necessary in acquir- 
ing a new section of the album 
when issued, that you remount 
such pages as were necessary to 
remount in order to keep the is- 
sues properly grouped. 

Such remounting would usually 
be a small matter and by thus 
preparing the pages the books 
would become very practical and 
desirable. 

Albums would be of the loose 
leaf variety with ring binders. 
The pages would be printed on a 
good piece of rag bond paper and 
when placed in ring binders with 
cloth washers on the page holes 
would be very permanent and sat- 
isfactory. 


OPTION 


Should you prefer, we will sup- 
ply one spring back binder instead 
of two ring binders at price quoted. 


It is estimated that the first 
printing of this album, for the or- 
iginal pref. 10 series would re- 
quire about 120 pages which we 
would divide into two_ binders 
holding 60 pages each. The pages 
would be printed in such manner 
that collectors could use their 
choice as to grouping in strictly 
alphabetical order or by states. 

After the original issue of the 
album, we would expect to issue 
the first additional section of the 
perf 11x10% issue within the fol- 
lowing year and when the current 
issue was changed and became 
obsolete, pages would be prepared 
to take care of it. 

Our estimate on the cost of 
production of this album is such 
that we would not attempt to pro- 
duce it without some assurance 
from collectors that the album 
would meet with their approval. 

We have prepared some speci- 
men pages showing the general 
layout of a page and the quality 
of paper that would be used in the 
finished book. We would be glad 


to send one of these specimen 
pages to any collector who is in- 
terested and we want to hear 
from every collector of Bureau 
Prints with his views on this mat- 
ter. If the album is published it 
will be our aim to make it in such 
a manner that it will meet with 
the approval of the collector who 
will use it. 

We have roughly estimated that 
the first edition as outlined above 
would contain 120 pages in two 
ring binders with which we would 
supply suitable titles, charts, etc., 
also cloth washers for placing 
around the ring holes in the pages. 

The cost of this outfit would 
probably be $3.50, carriage charg- 
es extra. On this price basis we 
would be able to allow the custom- 
ary discounts to dealers who 
would buy five or ten of the al- 
bums at one time. Our sales plan 
would also be mapped out in such 
a way that the dealers who sold 
these original albums to custom- 
ers would be entitled to the dis- 
count on all sales of the supple- 
mentary editions when published, 

We are prepared to print this 
album at any time. The books 
can be completed within 60 days 
after we are satisfied that there is 
a demand and a market for them. 
We trust that all who would be 
interested in seeing a book of this 
sort, will get in touch with us at 
once and we will be glad to make 
any further explanations. We do 
believe that a printed album for 
Bureau Prints would do much 
more than any other one thing to 
strengthen the interest in these 
stamps. 

If you are not interested in Bu- 
reau Prints yourself, we would be 
glad to have you call the attention 
of any Bureau Print collector to 
this proposal and have him ad- 
dress us for a copy of this plan. 

Write us your views, tell us if 
you would be interested in buying 
one of the albums at the esti- 
mated cost price. If you are a deal- 
er, tell us how many of these al- 
bums you would be able to use. 
You place yourself under no obli- 
gation by doing this. We are 
merely feeling the pulse of Bureau 
Print enthusiasm. If the replies 
from this inquiry are satisfactory 
to us we shall make a further an- 
nouncement regarding the propos- 
al to publish this album, when we 
will ask for advance orders and 
pledges.

similar position from the top of 
the stockade!”

AIR STAMPS 


The Philippine Islands air set 
recently issued overprinted L. O. 
F. was sold in sets up to the 1 
peso for $25.00 until a dealer in 
East Orange suggested to the War 
department in Washington to ask 
for a supply by cable. There was 
no idea at the time that the stamps 
would be sent because it had been 
supposed generally that the issue 
was more or less of a charity event 
for Manilla P. O. officials., but the 
unexpected happened and "200 sets 
were sent in response to the cable. 
In all fairness to the War Depart- 
ment, we must say that they used 
great care to see that no one deal- 
er got them all. This necessitated 
the employment of the usual dum-

mies by dealers and a few days 
after the sets were received the 


supply was exhausted. This same 
dealer has now suggested that in 
order to kill the market for the 
speculators that 100,000 more sets 
be overprinted identically the same.

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Extract from Letter of 
Second Assistant Postmaster 
General, March 22 


“Yesterday I requested the Bu- 
reau of the First Assistant Post- 
master General to discontinue all 
backstamping on air mail. It has 
just become impossible for the de- 
partment to handle it and so many 
complaints have been received by 
the Department that we must of 
necessity abandon backstamping 
for the protection of the service. 
At the same time I am going to 
see to it, with every means at my 
command, that a representative of 
the Department be present, where 
service is to be inaugurated, to 
see that a special cachet is applied 
to every letter to be sent via Air 
Mail and give every facility to the 
first day cover wherever possible. 

I am sure that the Department 
should be expected to give no more 
but I do want to give the full 
measure of what we are able to 
do.” 

The italics are my own. The 
Society has tried to warn that 
constant complaint and correspond- 
ence with individual postmasters 
and with the Department, the de- 
mand for special handling and 
favors, is becoming a real burden 
and source of annoyance to the 
Department. This has been pri- 
marily responsible for the above 
action. Continuance of same must 
inevitably lead to more drastic 
measures such as abandonment of 
first flight cachets entirely. Col- 
lectors should seek their informa- 
tion through the Societies and the 
Journals and LEAVE THE DE- 
PARTMENT ALONE. 


Airport Dedication— 
Elkhart, Indiana 


Mr. Everett G. Emerson of Elk- 
hart, Indiana, has been selected by 
the American Legion to take 
charge of the air mail covers from 
collectors for the dedication of the 
field at Elkhart on June 14-15-16. 
On this date the Municipal airport 
will be dedicated and Elkhart will 
also hold its second Annual Air 
Cireus and Congress under aus- 
pices of the American Legion.

~. W. T. Air Mail 


We have just had news regard- 
ing other covers from the flights 
of the Northwest Territory Air 
Mail, in addition to those men- 
tioned in our issue of March 18, 
by Mr. G. W. Linke. In a letter 
dated March 9, Mr. Linke says: 
“In regard to the N. W. T. covers 
the set has just been completed. 
Covers to and from Hay River 
were delivered today. Northbound 
are cancelled Edmonton Jan. 14, 
or Ft. McMurray, Jan 23 and 
backstamped Hay River, Jan. 25, 
29. Southbound are cancelled Hay 
River and various dates in Jan. 
or Feb. and backstamped Edmon- 
ton Mar. 8 or 9. 

Mr. Linke also states that no- 
tice has been given that the north- 
ern air service was to be extended 
to Wrigley, Ft. Norman and Ft. 
Good Hope. The latter point is 
only ten miles south of the Arctic 
Cirele. The first flight was sched- 
uled to start about six hours after 
the announcement had been made 
so that it is very likely that 
there will be but few covers on this 
flight that will ever come back to 
collectors. 

The editor of the News is in re- 
ceipt of a cover from Mr. Linke, 
cancelled at Fort Good Hope, 
March 6, and backstamped at Fort 
MeMurray, March 9. This surely 
can not be one of the covers men- 
tioned in the paragraph above for 
that flight according to the advice 
of Mr. Linke was to occur on the 
Sth, whereas this cover started 
from Ft. Good Hope on the 6th 
and reached McMurray on the 9th. 


Los Angeles to Mexico City

The back- 
stamping is “Valparaiso, recep- 
tion”. Total number of covers, 102, 
were sold (and oversold) in ad- 
vance. Even the sponsor has not 
one left for his own collection. It 
is thus safe to predict that this 
souvenir cover will be the best of 
all of the Artic and Antartic cov- 
ers.

STAMPS WITHOUT NAMES 


Some of us may amuse our- 
selves with those stamps from 
several countries upon which the 
name of the country does not ap- 
pear. ; . 

There is an English green shil- 
ling postage and revenue; there is 
a Portugese brown post card with- 
out value or name or any inscrip- 
tion, and a Swiss envelope stamp 
without the name of the issuing 
country and only a ‘10’ without 
the value. 

Perhaps the specialist looks 
askance at such stamps, but these 
will interest juniors and beginners 
anyway and make them familiar 
with issues. If we know the gen- 
eral designs and trends of gov- 
ernments in stamps, we may often 
catalog a stamp though there is 
no visible clue as to its origin. 

The study of such issues, the 
familiarising one’s self with such 
stamps—with every stamp that 
comes to us—makes us the true 
philatelist. 

Portraits sometimes help us on 
those stamps without a country’s 
name. Thus a one-half penny 
postage and revenue orange and 
white issue may be attributed to 
Britain, not only because England 
has used ‘Postage and Revenue’ 
on many of its stamps, but also 
because the head of Queen Vic- 
toria in her younger days, is 
shown. 

From the lecture platform, Mr. 
Sigmund I. Rothschild continues to 
repeat: “Study stamps!” And 
the Emco Monthly of Marks 
Stamp Co., each month, attempts 
to explain stamps and to aid their 
study in a department titled 
‘Know Your Stamps’. 

Of these stamps without the 
name of the country, there exist 
some early U. S. post card issues 
showing the likeness of General 
Grant and the only wording on 
each, is, at the bottom, ‘ONE 
CENT’ and at the top, different 
mscriptions, one reading ‘MES- 
SAGE CARD’ and the other ‘RE- 
PLY CARD’, 


On the 2% pence Cape of Good 
Hope postage stamp which shows 
the portrait of King Edward, 
there is a product which might be 
called a pineapple only that it 
Isnt. It looks like one to some 


extent, but it really is that fruit, 
the South African  protea, or 
sugar-bush plant. 





Can you name the men on the 
stamps in your collection? Who 
is the young boy on the New- 
foundland % cent issue of 1898- 
99? It is Edward, Prince of 
Wales. King Edward VII appears 
on the 10 cents issue of 1866.

On the 15 cents purple stamp of 
Liberia we see a lizard. It is 
called the Agama lizard and is 
plentiful in that republic of Af- 
irea. A 2 cent Liberia postage 
stamp shows us a somewhat fierce- 
appearing beast; it is a palm civet. 
Do you know your animals?? 





Beginning in 1894, most of the 
postage stamps of Labuan (Oce- 
ana) are surcharged North Borneo 
stamps for use of Labuan popula- 
tion. From 1890 to 1906, Labuan 
was administered by the British 
North Borneo Company. In 1906 
Labuan was put under the govern- 
ment of the English Straits Set- 
tlements. 





On the 1895 series of Mexico’s 
stamps, we find many types of 
mail carriers. The footpostman is 
shown on the 1, 2, 3 centavos 
vaJnes. The mounted postrider 
(like poney express) is seen on the 
4c value. A mail coach is shown 
on the 10c stamp. The railroad 
mail train is likewise viewed, on 
the 1, 5, 10 pesos stamps of this 
1895 issue, 





On many of the stamps of Mex- 
ico you will find a large bird with 
a reptile in his mouth. This is 
the Mexican coat-of-arms, the bird 
is a condor with a snake.

PRECANCEL CATALOG 
CHANGES HANDS 


The most important news for 
precancel collectors that has ap- 
peared in print for some time, 1s 
the following: 

Mr. Rotnem sold the Standard 
Preecancel Catalog, including his 
entire precancel business, to the 
well known Hoover Brothers. 

They have my, and I believe the 
best wishes of the entire precancel 
fraternity for the big undertaking. 
It is not a small job they are about 
to undertake, but I am sure they 
will make good. With due respect 
to Vic. Rotnem—he did his best, 
but most of the work was done 
by different collectors, who may or 
may not have had the training for 
such work. However, the result 
was not a pleasant one. While I 
am at it, I would like to make a 
few suggestions. 

Renumber the whole catalog; if 
possible, give the stamps the same 
number that it has in Scott’s cata- 
log, so that, for instance, a % cent 
stamp will always have the same 
number no matter from what type 
or town. This would mean, if an 
obsolete stamp is found precan- 
celed, it already has a number and 
place in the catalog. 

Reduce prices on practically all 
commemoratives, because they are 
out of proportion to the older is- 
sues, especially the classics. Perf. 
12 and 10 and many Perf. 11 from 
small towns, deserve a raise in 
price, in fact, prices should be ad- 
justed all the way thru. 

Describe all known fakes under 
the types in which they appear. If 
possible, illustrate all types that 
can not readily be told apart by 
the means of the Universal system. 
It will cost a lot of money to do 
this, but will pay for itself in 
the end, because it will eliminate 
many mistakes now caused, due to 
poor description of certain types. 
Drop all items, that according to 
specialists do not exist; for in- 
stance, Rochester No. 170 3c en- 
graved. Such items can always be 
added is anybody proves their ex- 
istence, especially, if the new num- 
bering system is adopted. Elimin- 
ate all provisinals, for instance, 
Joliet Type I. There are plenty 
honest to goodness precancels and 
if anybody cares to collect these 
provisinals, let him do so. Our 
catalog will be bulky enough with- 
out them. 


ONCE MORE B. P. CATALOG 


Dr. Mitchell calls my attention 
to the fact that I made a bad 
guess in my Review of the Bureau 
Print Catalog. First, he states 
that Mr. Lampson (the Western 
dealer), actually helped him in 
making the new prices for the 
fourth edition, in fact, he carried 
his entire stock of B. P. to Dr. 
Mitchell’s home and _ voluntarily 
agreed to have prices reduced on 
his heaviest holdings. Second, Mr. 
Yeomans (the dealer who profited 
most by the new prices), GAVE 
NO HELP AND WAS ASKED 
FOR NONE. Third, it was Mr. 
Dworak, the publisher of the B. P. 
catalog, who gave Mr. Yeomans 
a copy of the new prices before 
the catalog was printed. 


I am glad to be able to make 
these corrections to my previous 
review, which was, indeed, a 
guess, as far as the above matter 
was concerned, but my guesswork 
was based on the following facts: 


Dr. Mitchell denounces in his 
foreword, dealers who are asking 
high prices for current coils. He 
reduced most prices of coils that 
were advertised by Mr. Lampson. 
This made me believe that it could 
not be Mr. Lampson who helped 
on the catalog. At the same time, 
prices went up skyhigh on certain 
items that were held by Mr. Yeo- 
mans; not only that, Mr. Yeomans 
was able to advertise his holdings 
at a big discount on the new pri- 
ces, which were supposed to be 
NET. 

Mr. Dworak writes, that he 
takes the entire responsibility of 
anything that is done with the 
Gossip Bureau Print Catalog, ex- 
cept the editing. He claims to 
have a perfect right in giving such 
advance information, or else he 
would not care to publish the cata- 
log at all. It may be all right, 
but the fact remains that nobody 
knew that such information was 
available. He also claims that this 
catalog is not a money-making 
proposition for him. That is bunk. 
the catalog is very profitable 
at the rate it is selling, besides 
the cost of putting it out was prac- 
tically covered by advertising, 
since no free copies were given to 
advertisers as on previous editions. 


Coming back to the high prices 
on certain items, Dr. Mitchell 
writes that he was under the im- 
pression that Mr. Yeomans had 
sold out, or else those items would 
have been reduced just like some 
of those of Mr. Lampsons and his 
own. This, of course, clears ev- 
erything and I apologize to Dr. 
Mitchell for my guesswork, which 
I, however, consider worthwhile, 
because it means a cleaner and bet- 
ter future for a growing hobby— 
BUREAU PRINTS.

A. P. 8S. STAMP SHOW 


Following the arrangement made 
at the Torento Convention of The 
American Philatelic Society, a rep- 
resentative was selected, Mr. Gus- 
tav Mosler of Cincinnati, the effi- 
cient chief of the Board of Vice- 
Presidents and he conferred with 
Mr. Alfred Lichtenstein, repre- 
senting the Association for Stamp 
Exhibitions and Mr. Hugh M.

Word is received from Mr. Kon- 
wiser that the committee has just 
about finished its work, so that the 
coming Twin-City Exhibit, to be 
conducted at the time of the con- 
vention of the A. P. S., could bet- 
ter function. It is stated that one 
of the qualifications is that each 
Class or Group of stamps shall 
have one judge, as in the Dog 
Shows, the Horse Shows and other 
modern events, it being firmly be- 
lieved that the “placing of author- 
ity” will prove more pleasant than 


the ratings offered at previous 
shows. 
Class prizes will be given, so 


that quite a few “winners” can be 
developed from these annual shows. 
There will be Novice Groups as 


well as groupings for Juvenile col- 
lectors. Ribbons are to be the offi- 
cial awards, but this will not pre- 
clude medals if the operating com- 
mittee for any individual show 
elects to award medals.

PROVIDENCE COLLECTORS 
PAY PHILATELIC VISIT TO 
NEW YORK 


Providence Night was celebrated 
at the March 29th meeting of The 
Collectors Club, New York, when 
fourteen members of the Rhode 
Island Philatelic Society put on a 
stellar exhibition at New York, re- 
turning the compliment paid them 
by the Collectors Club last month, 
when fourteen New Yorkers jour- 
neyed to Providence. 

President Albert Claflin headed 
the delegation and introduced the 
members to the very large throng 
present. The Providence collectors 
were impressive in their clearly 
demonstrating the fact that they 
are sound Philatelists. 

Webster Knight showed some of 
his famous U. S&S. collection of 
blocks of four and larger pieces, 
beginning with a block of the 1847 
5¢e and right up to the Bank Note 
issues. 

Dr. Robert E. Chambers regaled 
the club with an exhibition of New 
York postal markings, beginning 
with the 1761 straight line post- 
mark and continuing up to the days 
of stamps. Dr. Chambers is one 
of the important writers on Ear- 
ly Postal Markings and is now 
compiling a listing of all the 
Straight Line post marks, estimat- 
ing there are about 400 varieties 
of these early American markings. 

Mr. Claflin offered an interest- 
ing study on the Canada 5 cent 
Beaver stamp, indicating he had 
made considerable study and re- 
search, 

Judge Emerson showed some of 
his very choice U. S. covers and he 
certainly has a great number of 
unusually attractive items in this 
group. 

E. Tudor Gross demonstrated he 
knew a great deal about the 1861 
one cent stamp and showed, among 
other things, a used block of 25, 
which is probably the largest ex- 
tant; likewise a cover carrying a 
block of 15, a pair and a single. 
This is the largest number known 
on cover. Mr. Gross also had some 
nice pages of cancellations. 

Match and Medicine stamps, to 
an unusually attractive appear- 
ance, was the display offered by 
J. W. Lewis and John W. Slater, 
the well-known specialist on Provi- 
dence stamps, showed several al- 
bums, including a goodly lot of 
Providence locals used on cover. 

The Collectors Club of New 
York is making Club Visits to 
nearby clubs and in return receives 
delegations from these clubs. The 
next club to be visited is The Fort 
Orange Club at Albany. At this 
time the Collectors Club delegation 
will display some of their treas- 
ures.—H. M. K.
